The Deneen-Brundage group formal- 
ly indorsed William Hale Thompson 


for mayor and the rest of the Repub- 


lican city ticket yesterday at a lunch- 
eon with Senator Deneen, Roy O. West 
and Edward J. Brundage, former at- 
torney genéral, sitting at the head 
of the board, Senator Deneen an- 
nounced he will take an active part in 
the campaign-at meetings next week. 
For three hours behind closed doors 
at the Morrison M6tel, they fought over

Argue for Party Harmony. 

Party regularity, which has always 
been axiom No. 1 among the Deneen- 
ites and the Brundageites, and party 
harmony in view of the big national 
political show coming next year, were 
themes hammered on by Deneen, West 
and Brundage. Grumbiles came from 
some of the committeemen, but those 
who kicked at supporting Mr. Thomp- 
son were urged to be neutral, at least. 

James J, Cullen, Deneen committee- 
man from the 30th ward, refused to be 
harmonized even on the basis of neu- 
trality. The night before he had led 
his associates into the James T. Igoe 
Democratic ward organization for 
Mayor Dever. 

Some of the Deneen-Brundageites 
raised the question of who is going to 
be boss should Thompson be elected. 
Loud remarks were made that if Bill 
got in, about the only difference the 
other camps would perceive would be 
the*substitution of State’s Attorney 
Robert E. Crowe in the place once oc- 
cupied by Fred Lundin. 

Thompson to Be Own Boss. 

Responding to this, one or two speak- 
ers set forth they .had discussed this 
very point with Mr. Thompson himself 
and that Bill expressed the idea that 
what he wanted most. was harmony 
and that he intended to be at the 
hall himself. 

Yesterday Deneen, West, Brundage 
and others lit into George Brennan, 
saying the Democrats managed to.

Tom Wallace, 
ancient enemy of. pson, who 
once as alderman heaved a ten pound 
volume of council proceedings in the 
direction of the mayor’s ehair in 
which Bill was seated, went in for a 
little chat. 


Tableau of Friendship. 


Then came the big tableau. Press 
agents and photographers rushed 
about spreading the word that Ed- 
ward R. Litsinger himself, who was 
defeated by Thompson in the pri- 
maries, was to appear in person.

Miami, Fla., March 25.—[Special.]— 
With their heads mutilated from the 
blows of a hatchet, the bodies of 
Edward Nevers and his wife were 
found in the Nevers home here to- 
night. The Nevers are former resi- 
dents of Chicago. Mrs. Nevers was 
36; her husband about 47. 

The body of Mrs. Nevers was found 
in a chair in her bedroom, and that 
of Mr. Nevers was in a closet in a 
haliway, where it evidently had been 
pushed. 

Watchman Finds Bodies. 

First knowledge of the murder came 
to the police from 4 watchman, who 
had been summoned by a woman who 
had gone to the Nevers home on busi- 
ness and was unable to get an answer 
to her efforts to attract attention. The 
watchman entered the house with a 
pass key and discovered the bodies. 

Besides the injuries made by the 
hatchet, a rope was found tied around 
the man’s neck. There was no evi- 


dence of a struggle in the house, police | 


reported. In a garage in the rear of 
the home police found a hatchet stained 
with blood. They also discovered that 
the automobile owned by the Nevers 
was missing and another was in its 
place. 

The condition of the bodies indicated 
that the couple had been dead several 
days. A newspaper in one of the 
rooms was dated March 15, and police 
believe this may have been the date 
of the tragedy. - 

Find Home Brew Piant. 


Police reported they found a home) 


brew plant in the garage and bottles 
of home brew and whisky in the house. 

Police are seeking a friend of the 
family who went under the name of 
Cc. H. Collins and is known to have 
been, living in the Nevers home. He 
has disappeared. 

Steve Jennings, a friend of the Ne- 
vers, identified the man’s body as that 
of Nevers. 

‘Mr. and Mrs. Nevers came to Miami 
several years ago from Chicago, 
where Mr. Nevers was in the phono- 

business with his brother-in- 

w.”’ Mr. Jennings said. “‘Mr. Nevers 
was retired.” 

Police established here late tonighc 
that Mrs. Alice Macauley of Evans- 
ton, Il., is a sister of Mrs. Nevers upon 
the finding of a letter in tHe house 
signed “ Alice” from Evanston. Une 
letter forwarded to Mr. Nevers from 
Chicago was on the business station- 
ery of the firm of Macauley & Nevers. 
Among other letters was one from 
Mrs. 'W. M. Holly, 2302 Wabash ave- 


hue, Chicago.

Foreign Women Are Last Minute 


Attacked; Clothes 
Torn by Troops;

SHANGHAI, March 25.—One 
dred and twenty Americans previously 
reported missing in Nanking age alive | 
and probably will be evacuated on 
ships in Nanking harbor tonight, ac- 


cording to a wireless message pen] 
foreign sources received in Shanghai 
ifrom Nanking tonight. 


Six British 
marines also reported missing have 
returned to their ship. 

Threats of the American and British | 
naval commanders to bombard Nan- 
king unless the beleaguered foreigners | 
were delivered safely to the rescue 
ships proved effective. The first of the 
Amricans arrived at the Yangtze 
wharves late this afternoon.

“after both the British\and Jap- 
anese consulates were attacked and 
the consuls reported killed, and after 
the known murder of one American 
missionary and the attempted murder 
of many others, the Chinese police 
advised that we would be destroyed 
unless we escaped. Accordingly, the 
consulate force, including the vice con- 
sul and eleven sailors, nine civilians, 
and two children, escaped through the 
constant fire across the country to the 
Standard Oil company houses located 
on Socony hill, just above the city wall, 
which is visible from the river, and 
where many Americans and British 
already had taken refuge. 

Fire on Americans. 

“Although repeatedly robbed and 
threatened by nationalist troops, my- 
self, the vice consul, and the Standard 
Oil company manager, BE. T. Hobart, 
managed to repel them from the house 
for two hours.

Reports which today reached the ad- 
miralty and foreign office confirm the 
seriousness of the Nanking events and 
it is officially announced that they con- 
stitute the worst example of anti- 
foreign outrages so far experienced. 
The grave fears felt in official cir- 
cles is evidenced by the war office’s 
publication of casualty lists, reviving 
the European war days in the popular 
imagination. Today’s list includes 
three casualties in the royal tank 
corps, two in the Durham light infan- 
try and one in the Herts regiment, 
all at Shanghai. No list has yet been 
published of the casualties at Nan- 


May Modify.Chinese Policy. 

The cabinet ministers today discussed 
the advisability of modifying the whole 
British policy in China. As intimated 
by Prime Minister Baldwin in the 
house of commons yesterday, the Nan- 
king incident is giving rise to grave 
doubts over the possibiiity of putting 
into operation the British policy of 
conciliation with the Car tonese, as out- 
lined by the Christmas memorandum of 
Foreign Minister Chamberlain. This 
means drastic action is likely to be 
taken. 

Two gunboats and a cruiser were 
ordered today to proceed immediately 
to Nanking and more British reinforce- 
ments are expected to be sent to China. 
It is announced officially that all for- 
eign residents on the river between 
Nanking and Shanghai are beirig evac- 
uated everywhere. 

Washington dispatches telling of 
the American plans for drastic action 
are being watched eagerly here, and 
satisfaction is expressed over the joint 
international action. 

No official confirmation is available 
on the report that twelve British and 
sixteen American sailors had been 
killed.

Mayor William E. Dever and Presi- 
dent Anton J. Cermak of the Cook 
county board joined forces yesterday in 
a street and highway building program 
of 170 miles designed to abolish serious 
traffic congestion on Chicago's main 
gateway automobile arteries in 1927. 

The joint building program, an- 
‘nounced last night by Maj. George A. 
Quinlan, county superintendent of 
highways. representing President Cer- 
mak, and'T. A. Evans, engineer of the 
Chicago board of jecal improvements, 
representing Mayor Dever, calls for 

cobperative construction 

work in the widening and paving of 


miles of their connecting city streets. 
Will Speed Up Trallic. 

Both departments declare that the 
improvement will result in a fifty per 
cent improvement in the movement of 
automobile traffic from all points in 
Cook county to the heart of Chicago 
over the old, familiar thoroughfares. 

The program calis for 40 miles o 
new county pavements already under 
contract; 40 miles of county pavement 
to be contracted in 15 days; 40 miles 
of county pavement to be contracted 
for within 60 days, and 50 miles of 
street widening and improvement with- 
in the city’ to form connecting links 
with the county roads. All this work 
is to be completed this year.

Mr. Williams and the govern- 
ment’s engineers are agreed that for three or four 
millions of dollars weirs can be built in the straits 
which will maintain the jake levels at any desired 
point. The chief responsibility for the lowering of

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FRENCH DOUBTS AND OUR 
NAVAL CONFERENCE. 


In the first of four articles upon naval dis- 
armament, procured by Taz Trisune, a distin- 
Suished exponent of French naval ideas, Admiral 
Jean Charles Degouy, makes it clear that French 
Sentiment is resentful of the Washington confer- 
ence arid is not disposed to take chances with 
another upon American initiative. He goes back

Admiral 
Degouy must try to understand that our specific 
inclinations and tendency to sentimentalize offset 
expert advice in all out defense problems and we 
are not under such pressure as to force us to 
think. That, truly enough, is reason for French 
reluctance to enter a conference which might re- 
suit in conclusions dangerous to French defense or 
embarrassing to French policy. : 

From the viewpoint of our own defense, we 
ought carefully to guard our right to develop the 
submarine. Our policy is not aggressive and the 
submarine would be of great value in the defense 
of our shores and of strategic positions like the 
isthmus and Caribbean which are a part of our 
defense. We need it and a well developed avia- 
tion to threaten enemy expeditions and break UD 
their communications. If we consent to limita- 
tions, it should be for substantial counter 
concessions. 

But who knows what we will give up at a new 
conference? Certainly not the French, and we can 
understand their reluctance to enter a conference 
with so unpredictable a factor as we represent. 
The French are also quite aware of our suscepti- 
bility to British influence, which in naval matters 
is not compatible with French interests. 


THE ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE 
IN THE GOVERNMENT. 


The appointment of Roy Haynes temporarily to 
the post of commissioner of prohibition under the 
‘ revision of the enforcement methods formally joins 
the Anti-Saloon league to the government as an 
authorized agent thereof. The recognition does not 
esteblish a new fact. The league has been an 
extra legal branch of government operating on 
congress. It may establish a new responsibility. 

The professional prohibitionists have insisted 
that the failure of prohibition lay in the failure of 
enforcement and was not inherent in the eight- 
eenth amendment and the Volstead act. Congress 
has given virtually everything asked for in appro- 
priations. International agreements have been 
made to prevent rum running and now enforce- 
ment is, in truth, vested with the league itself. 
Haynes is the league’s man. It cannot complain of 
official indifference when it can control the en- 
forcement activities. The administration removes 
itself from league criticism by giving the law over 
to the league. It passed it and now may enforce it. 


THOMPSON’S IDEA OF THE 
VOTERS. 


Mayor Dever is paying some attention to certain 
qualities of his opponent, Mr. Thompson, which 
are peculiarly his and which distinguish him. They 
have made the campaign one of unbelievable non- 
sense, seriously put before the Chicago electorate 
as argument for the election of a mayor. 
Thompson has developed irrelevancies to a high 
point of grotesque tub thumping. He was always 
inclined to offer the green cheese of the moon as 
an explanation of why water runs down hill, but 
in this campaign he has outdone himself. 

He is presenting as puffs for himself and as 
criticism of the mayor statements which reflect 
contemptuously on any intelligence which may be 
within earshot of. his voice. It was thought 
for a while that this was calculated, but we are of 
the opinion that it is natural. It is not so much 
indicative of what he thinks of the intelligence 
of the people as of what his own intelligence is. 
It is not believable that voters of Chicago are 
being asked to fear King George and elect Thomp- 
son as a protection against him, but that is the 
case and Thompson is in a fever about it. It is 
as if an election were being held in a home for 
the feeble minded. Thompson conducts his cam- 
paign on the theory that the poll books contain 
the names of none but out-patients of Bedlam, in- | 
fluenced only by the loudest noise and unable to 
distinguish between a pertinent statement and an 
imbecilic one.

ACIDOSIS EXPLAINED. 


RS. W. M. G. writes: 1 recently 
read your article on alkalosis. 
Having all the symptoms as de- 
scribed, with the exception of 
headache and nausea, am wondering if I 
could be suffering with acidosis as men- 
tioned in your article? | 
Please write an article on acidosis, 
symptoms, and diet. 


REPLY. 

Acidosis is the group of conditions in 
which the body’s stock of excess alkall 
runs too low. The body is very slightly 
alkaline, using the term in the ordinary 
sense, All of the secretions are alkaline 
except two. One of these is alkaline 
occasionally ; the other is never 80. 

In order to keep this alkaline reaction 


just right, an excess of alkali is stored. 


to be freely drawn as need arises. 
Whenever this stock begins to run’ low 
certain danger signals are run up. Some 
of these make up some of the signs of 
what is called acidosis. 

There are at least two kinds of acidosis 
and there may be more. These two 
kinds may even exist in the same person. 

First, there is the acidosis which exists 
in people who eat too much meat, eggs, 
bread and cereals, and too little vege- 
tables and fruits. When foods are taken 
into the body they are burned into en- 
ergy and ash. The production of energy 
largely results in carbonic acid as a 
waste product. This is the great acid 
waste of the body. To neutralize it 
while it is in the body a great deal of 
alkali is required. Once it is thrown 
off in the body this alkali is free to 
neutralize more carbonic or other acids. 
Meat, bread, and cereals make ash which 
has an excess of acid. It does much to 
exhaust the body reserve of alkali. 
Fruits and vegetables make ash which 
adds to that reserve. The acidosis 
which is due principally to eating an 
unbalanced diet is of this type. 

It is of importance in people who have 
Bright's disease and high blood pressure. 
It may be of importance in pregnancy. 
It is determined by simple tests made 
with fresh urine. The litmus paper 
test, of so little value in many situa- 
tions, is of service in testing the urine. 

The remedy for this kind of acidosis is 
to change the diet to one containing more 
vegetables, fruit and milk, and less meat, 
eggs, bread and cereal.

The other kind of acidosis is one in 
which the acid which draws on the al- 
kali reserve is an organic acid related 
to some of the ethers. It is aromatic 
and has some similarity to chloroform. 
As to how the body comes to form this 
chemical in poisonous dosés we do not 
know one-half as much as we should 
know. A part of it is the result of diet ; 
that much seems certain, but what the 
other part is due to is not certain. The 
diet which is responsible is one that is 
rich in fats and low in such carbo- 
hydrates as cereals and bread. There 
are laboratory tests for this kind of 
acidosis, as wel! as symptoms of it. 
But ordinarily such tests are 
needed. The breath has an aromatic, 
sweetish odor. 
can be detected in other bodily secre- 
tions. The aromatic in the breath dif- 


fers from that of halitosis due to intes# 


tinal putrefactions. 

In Bright's disease and pregnancy this 
form of acidosis, possibly engrafted on 
the other form, causes convulsions and 
coma. The stock remedy for this form 
of acidosis is soda in large doses. It 
may be all right to use soda to tide over 
the emergency, but the only proper 
treatment is to change the diet to one 
poor in fats and rich in breads and 
cereals, and to make other changes in 
the mode of lfving as seems best.

CHICAGO IN 1988. 
{New York Times.] 
Chicago has already begun to plan for the celebra- 
tion of her centennial six years hence. It is to be no 
mere passing show. The “ commemoration” wi!l not 
be only of the past; it will make a continuing “ defin- 
ite contrimution to Chicago’s culture.”” The feature 
units of this imposing plan will find their permanent 
and ideal site where a beginning has already been 
made—on thé new land of the extended shores and 
island of the south lake front. Already $74,000,000 
has been spent for civic buildings, museums, a fine 
arts building, an aquarium, and the incidental park 
development. There are to be left on the grounds 
buildings for a public health unit which will ulti- 
mately accommodate 4000 patients. To what use 
these buildings will be put during the exposition is 
not stated, but no doubt in part to the illustration of 
the most approved methods of medica! treatment and 
hospital care. 

Also, there will be an agricultural unit in which 
the vast farming interests which center in Chicago 
will have not only temporary exhibition but a perma- 
nent center of scientific information and technical 
instruction in every phase of man’s relation to the 
soil. There will be a separate unit for strictly hor- 
tioultural exhibits. It is hoped to make all this a 
positive aid to farm industry and an agency of stabil- 
izing agriculture. Another “permanent cultural 
monument " will be the unit which will eventually 


The mechanical, electrical, chemica)], metal- 
lurgical, transportation and other exhibits usually 
gathered in such expositions will thus be given a 
permanent location. Then there is to be a “ Temple | 
of Labor” which will be used not only to house the 
exhibits of organized labor but also as a home for it 
in the years beyond, and possibly as headquarters for 
national trade unions.

As an echo of the Yaqui war comes 
the notice that more than 1,000 Yaqui 
prisoners—men, women, and children— 
are on their way to Mexico City, from 
where they will be sent to the upland 
States of Mexico. Most of the men 
will be drafted into the army. As the 
Yaqui prisoners were compelled to 
leave their families in the hands of 
federal soldiers, the women and chil- 
dren prisoners far outnumber the men. 

The methods adopted by the Calles 
gevernment are similar to those of 
former President Porfirio Diaz, except 
that Diaz sent the Yaquis to Yucatan, 
a hot country, which is unsuited to 
them. The government aims to re- 
move all the Yaquis from the state 
of Sonora and distribute them over 
a large territory, thus breaking their 
solidarity.

THE TRIBUNE correspondent, driving 
with Gen, Alfonso Estrada in the sub- 
urbs of Managua last night, heard 
continuous firing. 

This morning a naval plane was 
fired on along the American protected 
highway from Managua to Matagalpa. 
It was the third time this week that 
this had occurred. 

Capt. Campbell of the United States 
i oe commanding a flight patrol, 
return at 11:45 a. m. today from 
Matagalpa. 

“While between Sebaco and Mata- 
galpa, following the road, I observed 
two small mounted patrols,” Capt. 
Campbell reported to Gen. Feland. “I 
flew low over the place where the 
Planes were attacked on Wednesday 
and was again fired upon. A bullet 
passed through the left wing, missing 
the pilot by eight tnches. I issued or- 

rs to the patrol planes to stay above 

,000 feet.” 

Nicaraguan government planes 
manned by American flyers hastened 
to the scene this morning, carrying 
bombs, but the airmen reported they 
were unable to find the irregular col- 
umn they sought.

There is a difference between 
shocking and a startling thing in lit- 
erature. Some of the most simple 
things in a book can shock you ter- 
ribly—the author’s attitude toward his 
subject always regulates the reader’s 
reactions—but there are other things 
which give you a much more violent 
feeling of coming upon something you 
had never come up6n in a book be- 
fore, and which startle you tremen- 
dously, but don’t make you just want 
to out and be sick in the good old 
Anglo-Saxon interpretation of that 
word. 

“As It Was” is one of the most 
startling books you ever opened, but, 
as Mr. Middleton Murry, who spon- 
sors it, says, there is something rare 
in “a love that Was as utterly candid 
as it was utterly innocent. 4 
Here is a story of love as it was, not

“ Section 18 of the law provides that , 
broadcasting stations must give equal 
facilities to political candidates,” Mr. 
Bellows said. “ This means that if a 
station permits one. candidate to talk 
the same privilege must be given to 
rs) candidates. In such cases 
the station has no power of censorship.

Mrs. W. J. Sweeney 
Elected D. A. R. Head 


cial.}—Mrs. William J. Sweeney 


in His Music 


Were Still on Earth,

It was only one day away from the 
centenary of Beethoven's death, but 
his music never sounded more alive 
than when Mr. Stock and the Chicago 
Symphony orchestra played it at Or- 
chestra hall yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Stock cherishes the idea that the way 
to do reverence to the memory of a 
great composer is to play his music as 
though he were still on earth, with- 
out kid gloves, with energy, with in- 
telligence. And so, while the marble 
portrait of Beethoven looked in frown- 
ing benignity down upon the audience, 
the pedestal upon which his music rest- 
ed was the pedestal of its own great- 
ness made manifest in a great per- 
formance. 

Two symphonies, the seventh and 
eighth,: were the chief features of the 
program, preluded by the overture to 
“Egmont” and separated by the 
“Overture and Grand Fugue.” The 
last named, revived after twenty-two 
years, was the unfamiliar work of the 
list. Perhaps for that reason it was 
the least warmly applauded, though it 
had many points to repay careful 
study. 


Mr. Stock divided the string orches- 
tra, which played it, into two sec- 
tions on the left and right of the 
stage, and these sections played their 


in a mass. Considered as a matter 
of fine writing, the work sounded 
rough. The marks of the chisel were 
as plain as they are on certain statu- 
ary purposely left unpolished. 

Yet this fugue did what most fugues 
completely fail in doing. It expressed 
a certain definite mood; it thereby be- 
came something more than a bit of 
intricate, curiously wrought formal- 
ism. Beéthoven apparently cared lit- 
tle for contrapuntal devices, but occa- 
sionally, as here, he went into it with 
the best of them, and did better at it 
than they did. 

At that, the slow movement of the 
seventh symphony contains one of the 
finest examples of triple counterpoint 
ever put upon paper, one that deserves 
to be bracketed with Wagner’s use of 
the same device in the prelude to * Die 
Meistersinger.’’ 


This was a concert where force of 
expression dominated everything, force 
of expression in composer, in conduc- 
tor, in orchestra. Wherefore we in 
Chicago have every reason to approve 
of the way that the Beethoven centen- 
nial has been celebrated. It would not

EARLIER CHICAGO. 

EAR WAKE: In 2 previous ar- 
ticle I told of the first railroad 
train to arrive in Chicago from 
the east over the Lake Shore, 

Michigan Southern, and Northern In- 
diana railroad in 1851. In 1852, the 
Michigan Central arrived over the 
right of way of the Illinois Central 
from about Kensington. 

The next year, 1853, the Illinois Cen- 
tral came in on its own tracks. It 
got its sight of way on the lake front 
by a promise to build a breakwater 
from Randolph street to the city lim- 
its, which I think were at 39th street. 

At that time;*the Michigan Central 
terminal was at New Buffalo, Mich., 
where a long pile pier ray out into 
the lake and passengers and freight 
wefe transferred from trains to steam- 
ers for Chicago when the lake was 
not too rough. Some passengers came 
to Chicago by stage. ; 

There were four single telegraph wires 
running east from Chicago and we re- 
ceived news from Europe every week or 
two on arrivals in New York of ocean 
steamers. 

The first passenger and freight houses 
were located on the lake shore about 
14th street, and later when the break- 
water was completed piling was run 
about 300 feet east of Michigan avenue 
and tracks were laid from ié4th to Ran- 
dolph street. 

That left a basin from Park Row to 
Randolph street. The space from the 
tracks to the shore was used, up to the 
time of the 1871 fire, for pleasure with 
sail and row boats and in winter for 
skaters and ice cutters. The big pas- 
senger station foundation was built on 
piling in four feet of water.
